ONLY. RELIEF THE IMMEDIATE REPEAL 


OF THE SHERMAN LAW. 


Will Restore Conrfid-nce in the United 
States and Produce a Good Effect 
Abroad—Opinions by Leading Finan- 
clers in Chicago—The Effect Among 
Mexican Bankers. 


CHICAGO, III., June 28.— That the action of 
the Indian Government in suspending the 
coinage ofsliver will have a depressing in- 
fluence in the United States is the general 
opinion in banking circles of Chicago. Many 
consider that the only method of relief lies in 
the immediate repeal of the Sherman silver 
law. This, itis thought, will not only re- 
store confidence in this country, but will 
have a good effect abroad in showing that 
this Government is willing to follow in the 
well tried lines of Old World financial ex- 
perts. Foliowing are the opinions of some of 
the leading financiers: . 

Lyman J.Gage, President First National 
Bank: I do not know exactly what the ac- 
tion of the Indian Government is in the mat 
ter, but it isevidently unfavorable to a free 
coinage of silver, which has been in vogue 
there until now. The effect of it, of course, 
is to hurt the market for silver and depress 
the price. It would seem that it should op- 
erate toconvince the doubting that our Gov- 
ernment ought to stop buying silver, since 
there is no other market to which we can in 
any sense reseli.’’ 

J. J. P. Odell, President Union National 
Bank: The suspension of silver coinage in 
India must have a serious effect, if true. It 
takes away a large market and brings down 
the price ofsilver. It ought to hasten our 
movement here to stop the purchase of sil- 
ver by the Government. 

- Eloridge G. Keith, President Metropolitan 
National Bank: Ido not know whether 
this action of the Indian Government will be 
temporary or permanent. If permanent it 
will be very demoralizing to silver. The 
world is producing too much of this metal. 
The repeal of the Sherman law would have 
the result of dringing all other nations toa 
realization of our condition and might have 


a good effect.

WHAT OUR DOLLAR I8 WORTH. 
WasSHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Secretary 
Oarlisie’s mail this morning was loaded down 
with letters from bankers, commercial men 
and others, calling on the President tocon- 
vene Congress at..once in extra session 
to consider financial legislation. The 


pressure is great, but there is sem!-official 

authority for the statement that Congress 
will not be convéned before September. A 
Cabinet officer, speaking of the financial 
situation, said this morning that there 
was no doubt in his mind that 
the repeal of the Sherman law 
would bring about much needed relief; 
whether temporary or permanent,time alone 
could demonstrate. Stili, there was no cer- 
tainty even now, that Congress would repeal 
the Sherman law. The House was more 
favorable to its repeal than the Senate. 
He intimated that if the President 
were convinced that Congress would imme- 
diately repeal the Sherman law that body 
might be convened in extra session before 
September, | but, he concluded, ‘*The leaven 
is working.’ 

According to Treasury advices silver con: 
tinues to decline, the price in London to-day 
being 34 pence per ounce, or 0. 789 our money. 
This makes the silver dollar worth to- -day as 
bullion 57 cents. Since the Treasury went 
out of the market as a purchaser of silver, 
June 21, the price has declined from 30. 822 to 
ae per ounce. Next July 
3, @ is the time next 
purchases to begin, but it is hinted at the 
‘treasury Department that purchases may 
be delayed until July 5 or 7. Secretary Car- 
lisle is giving close attention to the situa- 
tion and will have a special conference with 
1 on the silver question to- 
night. 


OPINIONS OF A NEW YORK PAPER. 

New Tonk. June 28.—A morning paper ed- 
itorlally discusses the Indlan silver situation 
in double leaded type, saying in part: As 
to the diminution of the exports of wheat 
trom India to Great Britain in consequence 
of thus arresting the diminution of the value 
of the rupee, which so many predict, there is 
no ground for expecting it. Wheat is ex- 

rted from India to London not because of 
8 low price in India, but because London 
the dest market for it; and 
it will continue to be ex ported 
thither so long as it brings there more than 
the cost of transportation. The idea that the 
price in London will advance and the Ameri- 
can wheat grower thus be benefited is equally 
chimerical. India has never supplied Great 
Britain with more than one-tenth of the 
wheat she consumed. For the first ive months 
of this year it has been — to send thither 
oy 342 hundred bys oy against 4,747,- 
undred weight for the frst five months 
of1892. India’s importance as a competitor 
in this respect with this country has been 
ridiculously overestimated and is likely to 
become less rather than greater. 


CONSTERNATION IN MONTANA.

WORLD’S FAIR RATES. 


Claims That the Santa Fe Road Will Insist 
on Lowering the Fare. 


The Western Passenger Association, aftera 
two days’ session in Chicago, very unex- 
pectedly adjourned last evening subject toa 
call of Chairman Caldwell. There.was_prac- 
tically nothing accomplished at the meeting, 
although it was called to discuss and further 
consider among other things World’s Fair 
rates. When the meeting adjourned 


yesterday afternoon it was rumored that 
the Santa Fe would issue a circular 
declaring that it was in favor of one fare ex- 
cursion rates to Ohicago from all Western 
terminals, and would invite other roads to 
make the same rate. The Missouri Pacific, 
Union Pace and Rock Island were alleged 
to be in favor of sucha movement, but would 
not attemptit,as the Chicago & Alton and 
Burlington opposed it.

JULIA FORCE FREE. , 


The Jury Find Her Not Guilty of the 
Murder of Her Sisters. 


ATLAKTA, Ga., June {8.—Yesterday evening 
the trial of Julia Force for the murder of her 
sisters Minnie and Florence closed witha 
verdict of not guilty. 

Immediately after the commission of the 
act the lady’s brothers secured her commit- 
talon the charge of lunacy, hoping thus to 
avoid the shame of the prosecution of a mem- 
ber of the family for murder. 

In doing this the court authorities were 
completely ignored, and as a consequence 
the first act of the Grand-jury at its March 
meeting was to find a double indictment 
against her for the murder of her two sisters, 
She has been in jail since that time, 

The story of the Force tragedy was fully 
printed in the Post-DisPatcu at the time, 
and the almost universal opinion then and 
now is that 1s Julla Force was insane when 
the deed was committed, It was prompted, 
asthe statements in a diary kept by her 
show. hy the belief over which she had long 
brooded that she was systematically mis- 
treated by the other members of the family. 
The three sisters had all grown to woman- 
hood without marrying and lived with their 
mother in Atlanta. On tbe 25th of last Feb- 
ruary the mother was away from home, Miss 
Florence lay sick in ded, and Miss Minnie was 
engaged in household duties. Miss Julia sent 
the negro servant away fromthe house on 
anerrand, She then took a pistol which she 
had bought a few days before, shot and killed 
Minnie in the front hallway, and proceeding 
up- stairs to her sick sister’s room, put a bul- 
let through her head. She then walked to 
the police station, told the Chief what she 
had done and asked to be taken into custody. 
The Force family has been one of the most 
prominent in Atlanta. Miss Julia has two 
brothers in business in this city and they 
employed the best lawyers in the State to 
defend her on the plea of insanity,

THE CITY CHEMIST AND HIS DUTIES 
City Counselor Marshall is of the opinion 
that under the ordinance creating his 
office the Clty Chemist cannot be called 
upon to make the analysis in the McKib- 
ben case, II this is correct the ordinance 
should be amended in such wise that all 
work in chemistry may be done by this 
official or under his direction and 
for which he should be held responsible. 
Itis not conceivable that the purpose in 
creating the office was not to place all work 
of this kind in his hands and save the city 
the fees hitherto paid to outside chemists. 
This is the interpretation of common sense 
and if it is not justified by the present law 
another should be enacted without delay.“ 
If prope#ly supported this office cah tip 
made very useful to the city. The neglect 
to provide quarters and laboratory after 
the creation of the office argues a singular 
indifference to the public welfare not at all 
creditable to the officialsat fault. The bill 
passed by the House of Delegates last night 
supplying this want ought to have been 
passed and executed several weeks ago. 
Had this been done needed work might 
have been performed which has cost the 
city some useless fees.’ While outside work 
is probably just as efficient as that per- 
formed by the city chemist himself or 
under his direction it does not have the 
credit of official responsibility.
